Stanford U. Medical School Seeking 
to Determine If Medicine 
Caused Loss of Sight.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 9. 
—Twelve San Francisco Bay region 
women who have been taking dini- 
trophenol, the newly-developed ant!- 
fat drug, have been stricken with 
temporary blindness in recent 
months, it was disclosed here yes- 
terday by Dr. Loren Chandler, dean 
of the Stanford University Medical 
School. 

Dr. Chandler and Dr. Walter W. 
Boardman, who -reported the cases 
to the journal of the American 
Medical Association, declared it has 
not yet been determined whether 
the blindness. which resulted from 
cataracts forming over the eyes, 
was caused by the drug. 

Investigations are being»conduct- 
ed by the school in effort to learn 
whether the blindness resulted from 
the drug, or from malnutrition, un- 
balanced diet or other factors. 

Dr. Chandler estimated probably 
1,000,000 persons, including 100,000 
American women, are using the re- 
ducing drug at present. 

Dr. Chandler said school authori- 
ties advise against use of the drug 
“for the present.” 


BRYAN’S EX-SON-IN-LAW 
ORDERED TO PENITENTIARY 


Richard L. Hargreaves Committed 
to McNeil Island for Misuse 
of Bank Funds.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 9. — 
Federal Judge Gecrge Cosgrave yes- 
terday ordered Richard L. Har- 
greaves, former son-in-law of the 
late William Jennings Bryan, com- 
mitted to McNeil ssland Peniten- 
tiary to serve a three-year sentence 
for misapplication of funds. 

Hargreaves was convicted of mis- 
application and of making false 
statements to the Comptroller .of 
Currency about the condition of the 
First National Bank of Beverly 
Hills, now defunct, of which he 
was president. 

Judge Cosgrave denied Har- 
greaves’ plea for probation, which 
was backed by Will Hays, motion 
picture Czar; Mrs. Ruth Bryan 
Owen, United States Ambassador to 
Denmark; Mayor C. W. Bryan of 
Lincoln, Neb., and Gov. Cochran of 
Nebraska. 

With Hargreaves as he heard 
the Court’s decision were his wife, 
the former Helen Ferguson, movie 
actress, and his two children by a 
previous marriage to Grace Bryan 
Hargreaves. 


CATFISH CLOSES WATERWORKS 


Pump at Quincy, lll., Is Torn Down 
to Get 57-Pounder.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The 
power fight flared up violently be- 
fore the House committee investi- 
gating utility lobbies today with 
charges and counter-charges involy- 
ing the powerful forces that defeat- 
ed the “death sentence” provision on 
which President Roosevelt last week 
suffered a major defeat. 

Thomas B. Corcoran, RFC attor- 
ney who helped to draft the holding 


company bill and tried to shepherd 
it on its stormy way through Con- 
gress, denied that he had threatened 
Representative Ralph O. Brewster 
(Rep.), Maine, with withdrawing 
funds from the Passamaquoddy Bay 
PWA power project in Brewster's 
district if Brewster did not approve 
the “death sentence.” Cool and col- 
lected, Corcoran denied point by 
point all of Brewster’s accusations, 
the basis of the present hearing. 
“Liar,” Brewster Shouts. . 

Listening, almost at Corcoran’s 
hand, Brewster’s face was distorted 
with anger. He half rose from his 
seat. 

“You're a 


the 


liar,”. he shouted, 


startling the crowded and stifling | 


hearing room. 

Corcoran, too, rose from his seat 
and for a moment it seemed that 
the two would be drawn into phys- 
ical conflict. Chairman O’Connor 
of the Rules Committee conducting 
the investigation, rapped furiously 
for order and finally the two men 
were quieted. 


Brewster Is First Witness. 


Brewster was the first witness 
today and described numerous be- 
hind-the-scenes efforts by adminis- 
tration forces to put over the 
“death sentence” provision. He im- 
plied that Corcoran constantly held 
over his head the threat that the 
“Quoddy” project would be stopped 
if Brewster did not vote with 
President Roosevelt for the amend- 
ment that would have dissolved all 
“unnecessary” holding companies 
by 1942. 

Corcoran, according to Brewster, 
constantly stressed in their conver- 
sations, that President Roosevelt 
wanted the “death sentence” be- 
cause it was “absolutely fundamen- 
tal to the holding company Dill.” 
Brewster told of a conversation he 
had with Corcoran and Ernest H. 
Gruening, director of the Division 
of Territories and Insular Affairs 
in the Interior Department, and a 
just be- 
fore the vote on the “death sen- 
tence.” 

Tells of Conversation. 


This conversation took place in 
Statuary Hall in the Capitol, scarce- 
ly a hundred feet from the House 
chamber where - administration 
forces were working desperately to 
swing sufficient votes into line for 
the President. Gruening, according 
to Brewster, sought to use reason- 
able arguments to persuade him to 
vote for the “death sentence.” 

But, twice, Brewster testified, 
Corcoran broke in with the threat 
to withdraw “Quoddy” funds. 

“If you do not vote for the ‘death 
sentence,’ I shall find it necessary 
to stop construction on the Quoddy 
Dam,” Brewster quoted Corcoran 
as saying. 

Time was an imperative matter, 
as preparation for the vote was 
already beginning, and Corcoran 
had been trying desperately 
through the morning to get in 
touch with the Maine Congress- 
man. A second time, Brewster said, 
Corcoran broke into Gruening’s ar- 
gument on hehalf of the “death 
sence,” to say: “Let me speak with 
brutal frankness; if you do not 
vote for the death sentence, I shall 
find it necessary to stop construc- 
tion.” 

Scene in Hearing Room. 


Administration supporters on the 
power issue were gathered closely 
about the witness in the sweltering 
hearing room. Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, and Representa- 
tive Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, co- 
sponsors of the holding company 
bill, were together, listening closely 
to what Brewster said and fre- 
quently conferring with each other. 
Immediately behind Chairman 
O’Connor, who has refused to state 
his position on the “death sentence” 
amendment, stood Representative 
Maverick, fiery Texan, a leader of 
administration forces in the House. 

Several Democratic members of 
the investigating committee direct- 
ed a barrage of questions at Brews- 
ter in an effort to show that he had 
been “stringing along” on the “death 
sentence” issue until the Passama- 
quoddy project was finally assured, 
and until he had taken political 
credit for it. 

“You've led us to believe you 
were stringing Mr. Corcoran along, 
have you not?” Representative Cox, 
(Dem.), Georgia, demanded. 

Denial by Brewster. 

Brewster hotly denied this, in- 
sisting that his mind was not made 
up on the “death sentence” issue

THREE EXECUTED 
FOR E. ST. LOUNS 
HULDUP MURDER 


John Krul, 21, First to Go 
to Electric Chair at Ches- 
ter for Killing of Motor- 
man W. C. Moss. 


HE IS FOLLOWED BY 
EDWARD BALLING, 19 


Van Buren Dedmon, 25, 
Wounded by Victim of 
Robbery Attempt Last 
February, Is Last to Die.

CHESTER, IIll., July 9. — John 
Krul, Edward Balling, and Van 
Buren Dedmon died in the electric 


chair in the penitentiary here be- 
fore daylight this morning, four 


months and 17 days after the 
murder of William C. Moss, East 
St. Louis street car motorman, 
whom they shot to death in a hold- 


up. 
It took the State 24 minutes to 


exact its penalty in the gray, win- 
dowless death chamber where about 
80 witnesses, standing elbow to el- 
bow, faced the heavy brown chair 
in which each of the three sat down 
to die. 

Krul, 21 years old, was the first 
to go. Supported by two guards, 
he entered the death chamber at 
12:10 a. m. and leaned on them 
heavily as he walked the eight 
steps from the side door to the 
chair. He wore the gray denim uni- 
form of the prison, his right trous- 
er leg cut off at the knee. He was 
in stockinged feet and there was a 
hood of black cloth over his head. 
His arms were strapped to his 
sides, and in his right hand he 
clutched a silver crucifix. 

Warden Ragen stood facing the 
chair, his back to a chain behind 
which most of the spectators were 
assembled. A few, unable to enter 
that space, clustered around th2 
door through which Krul entered. 
Four guards, four doctors, a stenog- 
rapher and a record clerk stood 
about the Warden near the chair. 
Three priests, wearing white sur- 
plices ‘over their black robes; fol- 
lowed Krul to the chair and stood 
by him, praying softly. 

Asks for Forgiveness. 

Guards adjusted the straps swift- 
ly and Ragen asked Krul if he had 
anything to say. In a low, mechan- 
ical voice which faltered once, Krul 
answered: ‘If I ever did any harm 
to anyone in this world, I want 
them to forgive me now, as I sure 
will appreciate it. I know God will 
forgive me, as I go to meet my 
Maker now.” 

“All right, Krul,” the 
said. He motioned to the guards, 
who attached the electrodes, one to 
the shaven top of the condemned 
man’s head, one to his bare right 
leg. The guards murmured, “Good- 
by, Krul,” and indistinctly from 
beneath the black hood came the 
answer, “Goodby.” 

The Warden glanced at an aper- 
ture six inches square in the parti- 
tion behind the electric chair and 
raised his right hand. A red light 
flashed above the chair as 2300 
volts of electricity surged through 
Krul’s body. A half minute, then 
came a green light—550 volts—then 
the red light again, then the green. 

The room was in utter silence, 
except for the hum of an electric 
fan. 

A hand appeared in the aperture 
behind the chair, a signal that the 
current was off. Doctors stepped 
forward with their stethoscopes. 
They nodded, and guards undid the 
straps. Two others bearing a can- 
vas stretcher, approached and the 
limp body, laid in it, was carried 
out the door near the chair. The 
first shock had been applied at 
12:11 a. m. Krul was pronounced 
dead at 12:14. 

Youngest Follows. 

There was only a_ breathing 
space before Balling, 19, the young- 
est of the three, appeared at the 
door. He needed but little support 
as he walked between the guards. 

“Would you like to say anything, 
Balling?” the Warden asked. 

“I would, Warden,” Balling an- 
swered. He started to speak In a 
strong voice, but finished in whis- 
pers. “I want to thank all the offi- 
cers for the kindness shown to me, 
the Warden and all of them, as I 
go to meet Jesus. Tell mother that 
I went happy.” 

The Protestant prison chaplain 
and another minister accompanied 
Balling to the death chamber, and 
prayed beside the chair. 

The red light went on at 12:19. 
Then green, then red, and once 
more green. At 12:23 the doctors 
pronounced Balling dead. 

Dedmon, who was 25 years old, 
limped heavily from a wounded leg 
—he was shot by the dying motor- 
man in the holdup. The ministers

Investigation Upsets Negro 


Convict’s Story of Kin- 
ship With John C. John- 
son, Who Was Murdered 


TESTIFIED IN TWO 
KIDNAPING TRIALS 


Handwriting Expert Finds 
She Wrote Letter to Self 
in Johnson’s Name Which 
Was Sole Basis of Claim.

Edna Booker, the Negro convict 
serving life for murder, who was 
one of the State’s witnesses in the 
two Kelley kidnaping trials at 
Clayton, was romancing when she 
declared herself to be the daughter 
of John C, Johnson, the State’s wit- 
ness, who was murdered by ma- 


chine gunners before the first trial. 
Investigation by the Post-Dispatch 
shows that Johnson never had a 
child and was never married. None 
of his associates in St. Charles 
County, where his house was the 
first prison of Dr. I. D. Kelley, ever 
saw or heard of Edna. 

The sole evidence that she of- 
fered in support of her claim of re- 
lationship, a letter signed with 
Johnson's name, which she sent to 
Deputy Sheriff Newbold, at whose 
house Johnson was killed, and 
which introduced her to the Sher- 
iff’s office, was written by herself. 
This conclusion has been reached 
by Ralph C. Becker, a _ qualified 
handwriting expert, to whom that 
letter and one admittedly written 
by Edna to Newbold, were submit- 
ted for opinion by the 
Post-Dispatch. Becker also had 
samples of Johnson’s writing, to 
which the other two bore no re- 
semblance. 

Sheriff Deuser’s Statement. 

Informed of the results of the in- 
vestigation by the Post-Dispatch, 
Sheriff Deuser said: 

“We visited Edna Booker in the 
penitentiary as a matter of police 
routine on receipt of letters from 
her to Deputy Sheriff Newbold, and 
to Johnson. These letters were re- 
ceived at the Newbold home after 
Johnson had been killed. 

“We interviewed her at the pen'- 
tentiary and learned from her that 
she had a statement which seemed 
material to the State’s case. We 
returned to Clayton and reported 
what we had heard to the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney. He had Edna brought 
to Clayton, where she has been held 
since.” 

The Sheriff said he had no reason 
‘to doubt the genuineness of the let- 
|ter supposedly written by Johnson, 
| when he received it, but that now 
he would make a new and thor- 
ough investigation of Edna’s claims. 

Prosecutor’s Comment. 

Prosecuting Attorney Anderson 
said that his office had brought 
Edna Booker to Clayton and had 
put her on the witness stand in 
good faith. “She represented ‘her- 
self to me, as well as to the Sheriff, 
as Johnson’s daughter,’ he said. 
“Her testimony was merely coilat- 
eral and introduced nothing into the 
State’s case that was not alreadv 
there. We had absolutely no evi- 
dence that she was not as she rep- 
resented herself. In fact, the proof 
in the present discussion is merely 
negative. There is no positive evi- 
dence that she is not Johnson's 
daughter.” 

The story concocted by Edna in 
the letter which purported to have 
been written by Johnson, telling of 
his troubled mental state and anx- 
iety early in May when he was 
in “protective” custody of the Sher- 
iff’s office, reveals in her an imag- 
ination which would be serviceable 
to a playwright. Nor was she lack- 
ing in other qualities of the theater. 
The scene she put on at the wom- 
en’s prison in Jefferson City when 
Sheriff Deuser and Deputy New- 
bold reluctantly and sympathetical- 
ly told her of the tragic death of 
her “father” deceived them com- 
pletely. 


Her Testimony. 

The facts discovered by the in- 
vestigation are not determinative as 
to the truth or falsity of any of the 
testimony she gave at the two trials 
at which Felix McDonald and An- 
gelo Rosegrant were convicted, and 
on deposition when subpenaed by 
the defense: It 
Prosecuting Attorney Anderson's of- 
fice that the county prosecutors 
felt that none of the statements 
she made under oath would be ad- 
missible as testimony for the State 
in the trial of Mrs. Nellie Tipton 
Muench, now set for Sept. 2. 

Briefly her testimony was to the 
effect that she had been visited at 
the women’s prison in Jefferson City 
since April, 1930, when she was re- 
ceived there, by McDonald, Rose- 
grant, Bart Davit and Mrs. Muench, 
all defendants in the Kelley kid-

20 per cent of 
its field staff of approximately 1200 
had been given ‘dismissal notices. 
Another 20 per cent will receive 
these notices at once, officials said. 

Reduction of the field staff has 
been comparatively slow, it was as- 
serted, because of the possibility 
that NRA may have charge of Gov- 
ernment contract work. Were it 
not for this, the officials added, vir- 
tually the entire field staff might 
be dismissed at once. In some quar- 
ters it has been proposed that the 
Government require bidders for its 
work to guarantee that they have 
maintained and will meintain cer- 
tain labor standards.

Court’s rules for regulation of the 
bar became effective, was dismissed 
by the Court today.

Attorney for Silicosis Suits. 

Hullverson, who has specialized in 
silicosis cases, said in his petition 
that specifications by the commit- 
tee of alleged professional miscon- 
duct on his part referred to acts 
which occurred, if at all, before 
Nov. 1. If the rules were to receive 
a retrospective interpretation, he 
contended, they would violate fun- 
damental principles of constitutioa- 
al law. 

First public knowledge that he 
was under investigation came 
through his own petition, which 
disclosed also the nature of the 
inquiry. 

The specifications, he said, al- 
leged he had solicited law business 
and in so doing had stirred up liti- 
gation and maintained it by agree- 
ing to pay costs; had made ad- 
vances to 57 named clients and oth- 
ers; had employed 12 “agents and 
runners” to obtain business and had 
agreed to divide fees with them; 
had asserted claims or filed suits 
for 18 persons who had no injury 
or disease reasonably attributable to 
he cause alleged; had filed suits fur 
three persons who had not employed 
him; had suggested to clients that 
they feign or exaggerate a condi- 
tion. 


Makes Denial of Charges. 

None of the specifications, he 
said, had any basis in fact. 

Last week Hullverson filed suit 
for $500,000 damages in St. Louis 
Circuit Court against eight mining, 
glass, cement and insurance com- 
panies and _ several individuals, 
charging they had conspired to have 
him disbarred and discredited be- 
fore the public.

Missouri Supreme Court 
Affirms Finding That 
Lawyer Withheld Assets 
From Administrator for 
Vincenzo LoLordo. 


ALL CONTENTIONS OF 
ERROR OVERRULED 


Bar Associations’ Investiga- 
tion of Attorney’s Con- 
duct Understood to Have 
Been Waiting on Decis- 
ion.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 9—A 
judgment of $10,978 against Verne 
R. C. Lacy in St. Louis Circuit 
Court for assets alleged to have 
been withheld by the noted crim- 
inal lawyer from the administrator 
of the estate of Vincenzo LoLordo 


of St. Louis, for whom Lacy was 
attorney, was affirmed today by 
Division No. 1 of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. 

The Court unanimously adopted 
an opinion written by Commissionér 
Laurance M. Hyde of Division No, 
1, overruling all of the contentions 
of error raised by Lacy on appeal, 
and sustaining the jury verdict that 
the money was due the estate from 
Lacy. 

The grievance committees of both 
the St. Louis and the Missouri bar 
associations, it is understood, have 
investigated Lacy’s conduct in the 
LoLordo case. In 1933 and 1934 they 
held hearings at which Lacy ap- 
peared and defended himself. After 
his appearance the hearings were 
halted, apparently to await the Su- 
preme Court’s decision. 

The suit, filed by John LoLordo, 
brother of Vincenzo and administra- 
tor of his estate, originally was be- 
gun in St. Louis Probate Court as 
a statutory proceeding to discover 
assets of the estate. It was certi- 
fied to the Circuit Court on Lacy’s 
application. 

Based on Foreclosure Sales. 
John LoLordo charged in the pro- 
ceeding that Lacy wrongfully had 
withheld assets of the estate. The 
charges centered around the pro-« 
ceeds of the sale of two pieces of 
real estate at 3103 and 3220 Wash- 
ington avenue, St. Louis, which 
were part of the estate. The prop- 
erty was sold at foreclosure, at 
agreed prices, with Lacy acting as 
trustee. 

Lacy was attorney for the admin- 
istrator and also had been attorney 
for Vincenzo LoLordo, who died in 
1925. The property at 3220 Wash- 
ington was sold in October, 1925, at 
an agreed price of $20,500. The other 
property at 3103 Washington was 
sold in January, 1926. 

There was a dispute over the 
price, the testimony varying from 
$8100 to about $10,000. Commis- 
sioner Hyde held the jury was jus- 


tified in finding the price was at 
least $9800. Payments of first mort- 
gages on the property, taxes and 
various costs and fees were to be 
deducted. 

Lacy declared he had accounted 
to the administrator for the pro- 
ceeds of the sales. He listed mort- 
gage payments and various taxes, 
claims, costs, fees, commissions and 
obligations which he contended 
were proper credits. He insisted 
he had expended $31,862 in such 
items. The administrator admitted 
$17,752 of these items were proper 
charges, leaving $14,110 in dispute, 
The jury found $10,978 was due the 
estate. 

Contentions Overruled. 

Commissioner Hyde overruled 
contentions by Lacy, on appeal, that 
the trial court erred in not referring 
the case to a referee, had erred in 
overruling Lacy’s demurrer to the 
evidence, and in permitting the 
plaintiff to impeach testimony given 
by Lacy when the plaintiff placed 
him on the stand as a witness. In 
overruling the latter point the com- 
missioner held that under the cir- 
cumstances the law permitted either 
litigant to compel the opposite 
party to testify and to examine him 
under the rules of cross-examina- 
tion. 

“The ~ plaintiff 
times claimed that the defend- 
ant (Lacy) had not paid to 
the LoLordo estate the pro- 
ceeds of the foreclosure sales,” Com- 
missioner Hyde said. “He put the 
defendant on the stand to find out 
how much of this he would admit 
was unpaid, not to prove that he 
had paid it. After examining de-

LONG SAYS ROOSEVELT 
IS LIAR AND FARER 


“Now Let Them Indict Me for 
That and I'll Prove It,” 
Senator Adds. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW ORLEANS, La., July 39.— 
Senator Huey P. Long assailed 
President Roosevelt last night with 
a personal denunciation v° ~.tched 
in his previous attacks on the ad- 
ministration. His accusation came 
during a radio speech in which he 
touched on the recently enacted old 
age pension bill. | 

“Let me tell you about this Roose- 
velt pension plan,” Long said, “Un- 
der it there are 280,000 persons in 
Louisiana who would qualify, and 
Louisiana would get about $1,000,- 
000 which would mean that th- 
State’s old age pensioners would 
get about $3.60 a vear or a little less 
than one cent a day. That’s what 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt sends 
you down here. 

“Franklin Roosevelt is a liarand 
a faker. Now let them indict me 
for that and I'll prove him a liar.” 

Interspersed with the attack was 
another tirade against Long’s po- 
litical enemies and a review of the 
work of the recent legislative ses- 
sion at which the generel assembly 
strengthened Long’s dictatorship 
over the State. 

Explaining enactment of a State 
law making the use of Federal 
funds for political purposes a mis- 
demeanor punishable by mandatory 
jail sentence, Long said: 

“The President has declared 
against use of relief funds for po- 
litical purposes and we decided to 
take him at his word. But I 
wouldn’t believe him on oath. Mr. 
Roosevelt put a half-baked apple 
in his mouth and said there’s no 
politics in relief. There'd better 
not be in Louisiana or we'll fill 
these dadgum jails full of your 
henchmen.” 

Long frequently referred to his 
share-the-wealth program and ac- 
cused the President of “cribbing” 
it from him. 

“Roosevelt declared for share-the- 
wealth and proved everything I've 
been saying,” Long said. “It’s up 
to him to perform,” he added. “If 
he does, I'll take back every word 
I said. I'm going to pin him to 
the wall and hold his feet to the 
fire. If he does it, I'm with him.”

Wants McKnab Co. Bound 
| to Furnish Fuel in Event

and Equipment.

Counselor Submits Amend- 
- ments to Public Service 


Board Which Approved 


Plan in Principle. 


Amendments to the pending bill 
which would give the McKnab Oil 


& Gas Co. of Winfield, Kan., a 20- 
year franchise to supply the city 
| with natural gas, were suggested to 
_the Board of Public Service today 
| by City Counselor Hay. 

The Board of Public Service re 
cently approved the bill in princi- 
ple, subject to amendments in the 
city’s interest, presented by Hay to- 
day. The board received the meas- 
ure under the charter from the al- 
dermanic gas-investigation commit- 
tee, and will report its recommen-~ 
dation to that committee next 
Tuesday. 

Chief among the amendments of- 
fered by Hay was that binding the 
McKnab Co. to furnish gas in the 
event the city exercised its privi- 
lege to buy the company’s rights 
and equipment, or acquired such 
rights and equipment through for- 
feiture or at the expiration of time, 

Other Proposed Changes. 

Another amendment would giev 
the city the right to alter, amend or 
repeal the franchise, as provided for 
under the charter. Other changes 
recommended would protect the 
city’s interest as follows: 

In the event of municipal pur- 
chase, the franchise cost would 
not be reflected in the purchase 
price. 

The city would be compensated 
for the use of its streets, receiving 
a share of receipts, either gross or 

net. } 

The grant could not be sold or 
otherwise transferred without the 
approval of the city, as expressed 
by an ordinance, 

Streets would be opened for 
pipe lines only with the consent of 
a specific municipal officer, prob- 
ably the Director of Streets and 
Sewers, and excavations would be 
restored to the satisfaction of the 
Director of Streets and Sewers. 

The heat content of the gas fur~ 
nished would be set out specificak- 
ly in the ordinance. 

All pipe connections would be 
approved by a designated munici-

Park last week, did not obtain 
control of the St. Louis employment 
office until July 1, Previousf} the 
office was directed by the non- 
partisan Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment. 

Senator Clark of Missouri com- 
plained to Persons about Mrs. Cru- 
zen’s action and Senator Truman 
said the action was “indiscreet” 
but that he would do nothing about 
it. 


Talk With Mrs. Cruzen. 

Persons and Gov. Park conversed 
by telephone yesterday but they 
declined to relate the converstion. 
In his letter to the Governor, Per- 
sons said he had been informed 
from “several sources” of Mrs. Cru- 
zen’s request for political contribu- 
tions. He added that he had had

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VAN'S TORTURE ROOM 
FOUND UNDER MOSCOW 


Subway Diggers Uncover Ver- 
itable Maze of Dungeons 
and Passage-Ways. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, July 9.—Moscow’s sub- 
way excavators announced today 
they had discovered the under- 
ground chamber where Ivan the 
Terrible was said to have tortured 
his victims nearly four centuries 
ago. 

Definite proof was declared to 
have been obtained that a chamber 
and passages found beneath the 
center of the city near the spot 
where the Lenin Library is under 
construction was lIvan's “hench- 
men’s court.” 

There, according to the stories 
told in Russia, Ivan had his vic- 
tims torn to pieces by bears and, 
sometimes, buried alive. 

The subway diggers came across 
it last winter on _. investigating 
white sand discovered under a 
razed dwelling. Geologists said the 
sand had been brought from some 
distant place. Further digging led 
the workmen to the remains of a 
court and passages which once con- 
nected it with the Czar’s Palace. 

Ivan is supposed to have ordered 
the construction of the underground 
passages in 1565 so that he could 
go to court secretly and watch his 
henchmen torture the victims. The 
German adventurer, Heinrich Stad- 
en, known as the underling of 
Ivan, wrote memoirs in which it 
was said that the courtyard was 
damp and that Ivan, consequently, 
had ordered it covered with sand. 

One of the passages uncovered by 
the subway workers once emerged 
at a point where a dense forest 
filled with wild animals existed. 
The workers also found a mass of 
underground relics. 

“One can be lost in the fantastic 
subterranean city existing under 
Moscow,” the press said in describ- 
ing the finds. 

Dungeons, as well as weapons, 
fortifications, and cemeteries have 
been excavated. One wide passage, 
with storerooms paved with stone, 
is believed to have been the an- 
cient Muscovites’ hiding place 
from invaders. The passage was 
even equipped with waterpipe 
from which the water escaped with 
such force that the subway work- 
ers had difficulty in stemming the 
flow. Fragments of Polish and 
Russian weapons and Tartar pipes 
and axes were found in the store- 
rooms. 

Several skeletons with fragments 
of swords and ornamented pitchers 
were found in the well near the 
“henchmen’s court.” 

According to one of the many 
legends of underground Moscow, 
the remains of fortifications built 
by the nobleman Kucha in 1170 
still exist. Moscow is supposed to 
have been the center of almost | 
constant warfare at that time. 

The Muscovites, fleeing from 
Napoleon, who captured the city, 
are said to have hidden their be- 
longings in underground trenches 
and the famous library of Ivan the 
Terrible is believed by many to be 
secreted somewhere under the city.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s Works Allotment 
Board recommended yesterday the 
expenditure of  $100,000,000 for 
reclamation projects. 

The recommendation was inter- 
preted as a major victory for Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ickes. He 
was active in the fight for the 
reclamation program, seeking to 
have it exempted from the $1100 
to $1200 a year per man rule be- 
ing enforced by Harry L. Hopkins, 
Works Progress Administrator. 
Reclamation work costs about 
$2500 per man. 

President Roosevelt increased to 
more than $27,000,000 the total of 
work relief funds for finacing non- 
Federal PWA projects, allotting 
$5,110,689 for 45 per cent donations. 

The Allotment Committee, in ad- 
dition to recommending the expen- 
diture for reclamation, approved 
$31,182,776 in Federal projects. They 
included $5,113,126 to the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue to employ 4000 
persons in collecting delinquent 
taxes. 

The board’s approval of the recla- 
mation program was accompanied 
by a suggestion that the total 
amount of land under cultivation 
not be increased. It said that for 
each project involving new land a 
quantity of land of equal yield 
should be bought by the Federal 
Government and withdrawn from 
cultivation. 

Of the $100,000,000 program, only 
$66,400,000 is available for new 
projects. The President already 
has allotted $23,000,000 to Grand 
Coulee, $10,000,000 to the Casper- 
Alcova development and $600,000 
for a smaller project at French 
Town, Mont.

MOSCOW, June 26.—(By Mail.)— 


According to the estimates of the 
State Crop Commission, made pub- 
lic on June 15, Russia, with the 
weather continuing favorable, will 
gather the largest harvest in its 
history. 

The sowing program was carried 
out at a more rapid tempo than last 
year, with more than 228,000,000 
acres sown by June 10. Two hun- 
dred and three thousand tractors 
as compared with 146,000 last year, 
and 30,000 combines, twic the num- 
ber in use a year ago, now are serv- 
ing Russia’s 205,000 collective farms 
and 5000 State farms. Eighty per 
cent of the plowing this year was 


mechanized, and mechanization of 


harvesting is expected to be consid- 
erably increased, assuring the rapid 
gathering of the crop, with a con- 
sequent reduction in the usual 
losses. 


Emphasis is placed on efficiency 
in the gathering of the harvest in 
articles and editorials appearing 
currently in the press. 

Party Resolution. 

“The consolidation of the success 
of the spring sowing,” says a re- 
cent resolution of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party, 
“requires the unrelenting struggle 
of party and Soviet organizations 
for the gathering of a big harvest 
without losses and in the shortest 
possible time.” 

The proper orgar.ization of all 
work, careful placement of people, 
and the full utilization of the large 
number of machines with which 
Soviet agriculture now is supplied, 


is repeatedly urged on those in 
authority. 

As in its industry, so in its col- 
lectivized agriculture, Russia now 
is Overcoming its “infantile  dis- 
eases.” It is mastering the tech- 
nique of the newly-introduced piece- 
work system in socialized agricul- 
ture.

NN ENGLAND DENIED 


It Is Said Fund Won't Be Used 
to Bolster Currencies 
of World. 


| By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 9.—Well informed 


sources said today that the Trea- 
sury had given no instructions or 
permission to the Bank of England 
to use the publicly owned British 
exchange equalization fund for the 
general support of world currencies. 

Referring to reports in the Daily 
Herald, Labor newspaper, that oMn- 
tague Norman, governor of the 
Bank of England, had pledged 
£375,000,000 (about $1,852,500,000) to 
world’ stabilization, they 
pointed out that Norman cannot 
pledge the public fund without au- 
thorization. 

Authorflative quarters said no 
such action as the Herald men- 
tioned had even been considered. 

Declaring that the Bank of_En- 
gland entered into an agreement at 
a secret meeting at Basel, Switzer- 
land, over the week-end “without 
previous consultation with the 
Treasury,” the paper says the Brit- 
ish funds may even be called to 
the defense of the German reichs- 
mark in the event of a financial 
crisis. 

“The agreement reached at the 
International Bank is that the gov- 
ernors of all central banks repre- 
sented shall join in a common ac- 
tion for the future as soon as the 
first sign appears of any attack 
on the currencies of any countries 
concerned,” the paper continues.

MONGOLIA OFFERS APOLOGY 
FOR ARREST OF TWO JAPANESE 


Sends Note to Foreign Office of 
Manchoukuo for Incident 
of June 23.

ULAN BATOR, Outer Mongolia, 
July 9.-—-The Mongolian Govern- 
ment has sent a note to the Man- 


choukuoan Foreign Office offering | 


a full apology if it is found that 
Mongolians were at fault in the ar- 
rest June 23 of a Japanese officer 
and a soldier of the Japanese army 
in Manchoukuo. 

The note ‘made no reference to 
the demands made by Manchoukuo 
and the Japanese army for the right 
to establish a corp of observers in 
Mongolia. 

The demand, presented July 4, 
carried qa threat of further insist- 
ence on the withdrawal of Mongo- 
lian troops from the eastern section 
of Mongolia unlesg@ the original 
terms were complied with. The Jap- 
anese forces and Manchoukuo had 
demanded the apology. 

Mongolians say the arrests were 
made iter the officer and soldier 
had fired on a Mongolian border 
patrol. The note suggests the ap- 
pointment of a mixed Mongolian- 
Japanese-Manchoukuoan committee 
to investigate the case. If it is es- 
tablished that the arrests were made 
on Manchoukuoan territory, full 
apology will be made and the re- 
sponsible parties punished.

BUILDING 28 U-BOATS 
FOR THe GERMAN NAVY 


Nazis Disclose Plans—Three 
New Submarines Already 
Launched. 


By he Associated Press. 


BERLIN, July 9.—Germany is 
concentrating its new naval build- 


ing program on submarines, for- 
bidden to Germany by the Versailles 
treaty. 

A communique, based on the 
naval agreement with Great Britain, 
discloses that 28 submarines are 
provided for in the 1935 naval 
building program, with three al- 
ready launched. 

The program also includes con- 
struction this year of two battle- 
ships, each of 26,000-ton displace- 
ment and armed with 28-centimeter 
guns; two cruisers, each of 10,000- 
ton displacement and carrying 20- 
centimeter guns, and 16 destroyers 
of 1625 tons, with 12.7-centimeter 
guns. 

A size of 250 tons is prescribed 
for 20 of the submarines, with two 
of 750 tons each and six of 500 tons. 

The first of the 250-ton craft in 
the underseas fleet went into ser- 
vice June 29, just 11 days after 
conclusion of the Anglo-German 
naval agreement, putting the two 
navies on a permanent 100-35 basis, 
Two more have been launched. 

The communique explains the 
speed of the construction by assert- 
ing that the keels of some units 
already were laid this year. 

Construction of airplane carriers 
was put over for the 1936 building 
program, with a year’s course of 
preparation to pree-de this build- 
ing. 


The Versailles treaty limited 
Germany’s navy to coastal defense 
strength, and submarines were pro- 
hibited. Under the naval agree- 
ment with England, however, Ger- 
many opened the way for a sub- 
marine fleet equal to Great Britain’s, 
provided the question be submitted 
first to “friendly discussion.” 

French naval authorities, protest- 
ing against the “document signed 
by two governments in violation of 
the Versailles treaty,” said it would 
lead to enlargement also of the 
French navy. 

Italy, too, protested that German 
naval rearmament should be a ques- 
tion for discussion by the signa- 
tories of the Washington naval 
limitations treaty. 

Washington officials declined to 
comment formally on Germany's 
navy building program, but dis- 
played primary interest in the plans 
for construction of two battleships. 

Under the Washington treaty 
which expires Dec. 31, 1936, the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Japan were forbidden battleship 
construction and these would be 


the first built since the World War.

IF LONG WERE PRESIDENT. 
The decisions of the United States Supreme Court 
in the NRA and Frazier-Lemke cases, on that fateful 
day of May 27, overshadowed in public interest the 
court’s finding in the matter of the President's dis- 
missal of the late William E. Humphrey from the 
Federal Trade Commission. Nevertheless, the Hum- 
phrey decision was of profound importance; history 
may see it as the most significant of the three. The 
NRA and Frazier-Lemke decisions put a brake on the 
use of congressional power in ways not permitted 
by the Constitution; the Humphrey decision called a 
direct halt on executive usurpation of power. 
The President ousted Humphrey for the sole rea- 
son that the mind of the commissioner did not run 
with that of the President. There was no charge 
of inefficiency or neglect of duty. Had the doctrine 
implicit in the dismissal of Humphrey prevailed, it 
would be possible for a President, by firing men 
not in sympathy with his views, to reduce such 
agencies of the Government as the Federal Trade 
Commission, the Tariff Commission, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and the like to the status of 
rubber stamps. The court said that the men com- 
prising such agencies must be left free to exercise 
an independent judgment, without interference by 
the executive. The court could not have ruled oth- 
erwise without sanctioning one of the principal 
methods by which dictatorships are created and 
maintained.

OUR MINISTER TO LIBERIA. 

The selection of Lester A. Walton, Negro journalist 
and student of public affairs, to be Minister to 
Liberia is admirable. A representative of the. best 
elements of-his race, this native of St. Louis will 
take both sympathy and understanding to his task 
at Monrovia. Two years ago, he went to Liberia for 
the specific purpose of studying its economic, social 
and political problems.

“One man in his time plays many parts,” said 
Jaques. So it has been with Mr. Rockefeller, who 
celebrated his ninety-sixth birthday anniversary yes- 
'terday in-better health than he has had for years. 
Mr. Rockefeller may be said to have lived two 
lives. In the one he accumulated the greatest of all 
American fortunes, and in the other he gave away 
$800,000,000. In the first process, he was public 
anathema. In the second, public praise was heaped 
upon him. 
It is impossible to evaluate such a contradiction, to 
say Whether the one phase justified the other. Per- 
haps the best we can make of it is to be grateful for 
the second phase. It has immeasurably enriched 
education and science. It has made the whole world 
richer. Not even China has been without the civiliz- 
ing beneficence of the great Rockefeller fortune. The 
lowliest people of our own South have not been 
too mean for that magic touch of healing which is 
the best of all charities. The Rockefellers have 
given China a great hospital. They have given the 
South the hookworm clinics. No cause has been too 
great for them, no corner of the world too far away 
for their diligent research in human advancement. 
How Mr. Rockefeller made his money has been al- 
most forgotten in the way he spends it. 
This remarkable man’s career has demonstrated 
laissez-faire at its worst, and great wealth at its 
best. The historian will probably say the example 
he set in making his fortune has been more lasting 
than the example he is setting in giving it away 
William Shakespeare said, “The evil that men do 
lives after them.” Certainly, commercial practices 
which have had much to do with bringing America 
to her present plight received very great impetus 


from the early history of Standard Oil. Not all the 
good that Mr. Rockefeller has done will] be interred 
with his bones, as the bard of Avon feared would be 
true of all men; but in the final analysis, the ob- 
servation was sound. 

Mr. Rockefeller has the nation’s well wishes at his 
great age. It would have no objection at all if he 
eclipsed the record of Methuselah. He has never yet 
been second in anything. We are greatly heartened 
in this view by his doctor’s report that Mr. Rocke- 
feller has just developed a very good baritone voice. 
He may live to play the saxophone. 
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The President’s tax message cut so much ground 
from under Huey Long and Father Coughlin that 
neither of them has enjoyed any traction since.

A Contrast 


T may be that those who take our view 

of a political question are the noble citi- 

zens, and that those who disagree with 
us are disagreeable ruffians. We all like 
to think this, and when excitement seizes 
us, we are under almost irresistible com- 
pulsion to believe it. This is the mentality 
of war, but it crops out and enlivens the 
otherwise prosaic course of public affairs. 

Two congressional committees will now 
spend time and money investigating wheth- 
er the motives and the tactics of those 
who were for and those who were against 
the “death sentence” were as impure as 
each side says the other side’s motives and 
tactics were. The administration forces 
will proceed to show that opponents of the 
“death sentence” were corrupted and bam- 
boozled by the unholy Power Trust; the 
opposition will proceed to prove that sup- 
porters of the “death sentence” were cor- 
rupted and bamboozled by patronage, pork 
and the wiles of the magician in the White 
House. 

The result will be profoundly convincing 
to those who have already made up their 
minds, 

Our capacity to ascribe the highest mo- 
tives to those who are on our side and the 
worst motives to those who are not has 
been fully employed in recent times. Take, 
for example, the Congress of the United 
States, first on the bonus and then on the 
utility bill. When Congress voted for the 
bonus, it was denounced by the opponents 
of the bonus as a collection of supine poli- 
ticians terrorized by the veterans’ lobby. 
When the President vetoed the bonus and 
dominated Congress, he was acclaimed as 
a courageous leader. The veterans, on the 
other hand, thought Congress was the friend 
of the people and the President a tool of 
Wall Street. 

However, when the House voted against 
the “death sentence,” the supine politicians 
became independent men of good judgment 
in the eyes of those opposed to the “death 
sentence.” In the eyes of those favoring it, 
Congress bowed to the power lobby. When 
the President tried to dominate Congress 
on this question, he was a dictator to those 
who disagreed with him and a tribune of 
the people to those who agreed with him. 

It would be simpler and more candid to 
remember that virtue and vice, wisdom and 


folly, are fairly evenly distributed in this 
democracy, and that there is small likeli- 
hood that anyone has a monopoly of either. 
And when any public man shows signs of 
thinking he has a corner in righteousness, 
that is the time to look out. 

After listening to the impeccably right- 
eous men who have been fighting about the 
utilities, the men who have been working 
on the banking bill seem like ordinary mor- 
tals. Here was a very important bill pro- 
posing extremely important changes in the 
field of monetary control. Though there 
was a little hysterical denunciation of the 
purposes of the bill and a little mud was 
thrown at those who disliked them, the Dill 
has not become the goal of a crusade. 

By an unusual combination of circum- 
stances, the bill fell into the hands of un‘n- 
flammable men—Gov. Eccles, Senator Car- 
ter Glass and the special committee of the 
American Bankers’ Association, They were 
all more interested in a sound banking 
system than they were in a hot poliiical 
fight. None of them felt called upon to 
go forth and make a brawl of it. They 
were able to see where they differed «nd 
why they differed and to give and take. 

The result is a bill which is fundamen- 
tally stronger than the first draft, a bill 
which is not a victory or a defeat for any- 
one, but is simply the outcome of a useful 
discussion by honest and reasonable and 
modest men, 

It might easily have been otherwise. The 
money question is full of explosives. Had 
the banking bill been treated with as little 
perspective and wisdom as was displayed 
in the utility fight, the country could easily 
rave been subjecied to a very dangerous 
and protracted struggle. That has been 
averted, not by meaningless compromise, 
but by cool and intelligent argument. 

If the utility bill is a shining example 
of how not to go about a reform, the bank- 
ing bill is an excellent example of how to 
go about it. If the President will study the 
two as case histories, he will see the dif- 
ference between an empty uproar and a 
rea] achievement. The essential difference 
lies in the fact that the banking bill was 
in the hands of moderate men looking for 
results, whereas the utility bill was in the 
hands of fanatics looking for a fight.

HE Treasury Department has applied 

to Congress for additional legislation 
through which it may aid 12 dry states in 
enforcing their prohibition laws. This is all 
right, as far as it goes, but it accomplishes 
nothing toward the solution of the much 
larger problem outlined by the Rockefeller 
Commission even before repeal became ef- 
fective. The commission’s Words were: 

“If in the end, a few dry strongholds re- 
main, they should not forget that they have 
a responsibility to the states in which intoxi- 
cants are legally obtainable. Such 
dry areas will become a paradise for boot- 
leggers. Operating from them as a base, the 
illicit traffic should not be allowed to run 
cheap, inferior liquor into the wet states.” 

There are 36 states that are now attempt- 
ing to subject the liquor traffic to some sort 
of legal control, as against only 12 that are 


permitting it to remain in the hands of poot- 
legeers. The very fact that the 12 are now 
appealing for Federal assistance is eloquent 
of the prosperity of their bootleggers. 

But this evidence was not needed to show 
conditions to any wet state that has the mis- 
fortune to have as a neighbor a state in 
which the liquor traffic is utterly lawless. 
Virginia’s troubles in protecting her law- 
abiding dealers against the competition of 
the lawless bootleggers of North Carolina, 
who constantly run their untaxed moonshine 
across the line and undersell the taxed 
liquor of the Virginians, show the reality of 
the problem,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 9. —

Bullman hands the job 


You’ve been living in | over to another instructor, 
in- 


“It is done by suggestion, entire- 
ly,” he explains, “and the first 
things to remember are the three 
‘don’'ts.” Don’t get in the water 
with the pupil. And if you must 
enter the pool to demonstrate some- 
thing, don't get close to the pupil, 
and above all, don’t take hold of 
him.” 

When a youngster is brought to 
Bullman, he says the first thing 
he does is to learn the child's first 
name. He chats with his charge 
for a while, about this, about that, 
about anything but swimming. 
Then, if the child is very young, 
he suggests casually that it might 
be fun to climb into the pool. He 
makes a sort of game out of it. 

“Say his name is Jim,” explains 
Bullman. “I have Jim climb in 


and out of the pool several times. 
_And then I suggest that it might 


‘doing well, 


be fun to walk out and around in 
the shallow water. Next Jim pushes 
across the pool to get used to push- 
ing against the water. If he is 
perhaps in the same 
lesson, he will be advanced enough 
to hang on to the side of the pool 
with one hand and put his face 
in the water. The business of in- 
haling through the mouth and then 
exhaling through the nose under 
water is also made into a game. 
Jim holds his face under water for 
longer and longer counts and final- 
ly he moves back away from the 
side, places his face under water 
and jumps for the side of the pool. 
As he catches the side, his feet 
are off the bottom and he is float- 
ing on his stomach. Then Jim 
opens his eyes under water and 
goes through this same routine 
that way, over and over.’ 


Bullman stresses the mistake 
that people make in holding a child 
in the water. He points out that 
the youngster either is fearful of 
being dropped, or else comes to 
depend too much on outside help. 
His rules and suggestions, he be- 
lieves, make it possible for anyone 
who swims to teach another. 

“The next step,” he continues, “is 
to have young Jim hold to the side 
of the pool, place his face in the 
water, eyes open, and kick his legs. 
Through all this he must be com- 
pletely relaxed and the word ‘relax, 
relax, relax’ is repeated over and 
over as Jim struggles through the 
early lessons. A lot of work is put 
in on the kick and when that is 
fairly well mastered, Jim stretches 
his arms forward, again places his 
face in the water, eyes open, re- 
members to exhale through his 
nose, and with his foot against the 
side of the pool pushes off toward 
the middle. After a short time, Jim 
will be dog-paddling around in shal- 
low weter and that dog paddle nat- 
urally lengthens into a crawl.” 

At the dog-paddle stage, Bullman 
releases his pupil to the instructor 
in accomplished strokes. It all 
seems quite simple in the telling, 
and Bullman insists that it is just 
that simple, if approached in the 
correct manner. 


| 


“Just remember,” he reiterates, 
“to introduce the ch'ld to the wa- 
ter gradually, Stay on dry land 


yourself, because a stumble or 
splash might scare the child and 
heighten his fear of the water. 
Spend a lot of time teaching him 
to breathe and kick correctly and 
be patient with him when it comes 
to keeping his eyes open under wa- 
ter.” And Bullman believes. that 
once these objects are accomplished, 
the business of actually learning to 
swim will be a comparatively easy 
matter. 

Bullman, a graduate of Washing- 
ton University, is a member of the 
Missouri Bar, but is not actively en- 
gaged in practicing law. He is line 
coach at Washington University 
and went to the semifinals in the 
recent Missouri Amateur Golf 
Tournament. Known as an all- 
round athlete, he has spent a 
great deal of time during the sum- 
mers of the past ‘ive years train- 
ing youngsters in vacious forms of 
athletics. 

Group instruction in swimming, 
Bullman says, is preferable to in- 
dividual lessons. “Children seem to 
learn faster in groups, he explains. 
“And usually they progress rather 
evenly. In a group of five, there 
may perhaps be one who makes 
bigger strides than the rest, but 
the beginning work is largely a 
matter of plugging. And another 
thing I noticed is that a child will 
learn only so much each day. His 
young muscles will take only so 
much strain and his young mind 
will assimilate only so much in- 
struction.” 

Buliman guarantees to teach any 
normal child to swim. All he re- 
quires is that the baby be able to 
understand his simple suggestions 
and be physically able to execute 
them. He says young folks 15 
years and older are much harder 
to teach and he would much rather 
work with a child of five than an 
adult. And he prefers to have the 
mothers remain at home, or at least 
in the background, when he is in- 
structing a youngster. 

“A swimming instructor can tell 
pretty much about the way a child 
behaves at home,” laughs Bullman. 
“For instance, you try to get him 
to place his face in the water, He 
tries to wiggle out of it by prom- 
ising to do it the next lesson. He 
won't do it today but he'll do it 
tomorrow. Just like he won't eat 
his spinach today, but he'll promise 
to gobble it down tomorrow. You 
can't blame them for trying to beg 
off. Every child is afraid of the 
water to some extent. The tough 
ones who never had a bath in their 
lives have the same subconscious 
dread of the water that those who 
have been nursed like sissies have. 
That's the first thing to overcome

Of Hay Fever

By immunological treatment, I 
mean the attempt to build up the 
immunity of the body against the 
pollens responsible for hay fever, by 
hypodermic injections of stronger 
and stronger extracts of the pol- 
lens responsible. 


Pollen Tests. 


In order to make the treatment 
successful, it is first necessary to 
determine what pollen causes the 
attack in the particular individual 
patient. This is done by skin tests. 
A small amount of the pollen ex- 
tracts are injected into the skin. A 
wheal naturally rises. If this be- 
comes large and red and itchy the 
reaction is positive. It means that 
the pollen whose extract caused the 
wheal, is responsible for the hay 
fever. Besides the pollens it is well 
to try other substances in the same 
manner, because, as most hay fever 
victims know, certain foods will in- 
duce an attack in the season. 

I know one patient who will have 
an attack of hay fever during the 
hay fever season on eating canta- 
loupe. Another patient may be free 
from the symptoms of hay fever 
and be perfectly comfortable on a 
certain day of the season, perhaps 
because there is only a little pollen 
in the air: he eats a tomato and 
begins to sneeze. During the rest 
of the year when there is no hay 
fever, he can eat a tomato with per- 
fect safety. It is all very queer, as 
most things about hay fever are, 
History Helps. 

The existence of these multiple 
sensitizations—unsuspected—is one 
of the reasons immunologic treat- 
ment of hay fever is often a failure. 
Most specialists in this type of 
treatment now try to discover 
whether their patients are sensitive 
to other substances than pollen. 

The history of the attack also 
helps to identify the cause of hay 
fever. Most of our late summer 
hay fever comes from ragweed. 
Ragweed begins to shed its pollen 
about Aug. 15, and if the attack be- 
gins on that day, it is almost cer- 
tainly due to ragweed.
